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One of Saskatoon's best- 
known restaurant operators 
retired at the start of this 
Jubilee Year after 45 years 
in business in this city. 

Gus Golf came to Canada 
from Greece back in 1902 
and came to Saskatoon in 
1910. The same year he 
opened his original candy 
shop and lunch counter. 
From the start his modest 
business, which was origin¬ 
ally located next to where 
the Saskatoon Star-Phoenix 
now stands, thrived. "Gus" 
next moved to where Cas¬ 
well's now stands on the 
corner of Second Avenue 
and 21st Street, east. He 
moved and in the process 
enlarged his business when 
he opened his present loca¬ 
tion in the early 20's. 

Today we find Gus is 
retired and his four sons, 
George, Frank, Peter and 
Bill are operating the bus¬ 
iness. We also find that

Stanley situated as it is on No. 2 
U.S. highway at the junction of No. 
8 on its western boundary is a thriving 
community of 2,000 population. No 
traveller would do justice to this pic¬ 
turesque, clean cut little city without 
saying truly this is a Beauty Spot. 

This neat little city represents the 
Religious, educational and commercial 
guidance for not only its permanent 
residents but also many of it's 6,000 
district population. 

It has many fine public buildings 
which are the envy of other towns and 
cities of greater size. Transportation 
is very good, as it is on the main 
Line East to West Great Northern Rail¬ 
way System. This city is also served 
with Interstate buses on a daily run 
from Minot to Williston.

“Howdy, Pardner!” 

Located at the junction of Highways 2 and 19 in the center of a vast 
livestock and wheat raising and irrigated farming area is Malta, Montana, an 
old cowtown gone modern, retaining the color of the Old West while offering 
all the conveniences expected by the discerning traveler. 

Twenty-five hundred neighborly and progressive Montanians make their homes 
in Malta, seat of Phillips county, on the site of which the first trading post was 
established in 1880. Settlement began after the Great Northern railway reached 
Malta in 1887. The city is rich in the lore of the cowboy since Malta was, at the 
turn of the century, the headquarters for the last of the big open range cattle 
outfits with the Circle Diamond and the T Down Bar, among others, grazing their 
herds on the lush grass of northern Montana and southern Saskatchewan. 

Located about 60 miles southwest of Malta are Zortman and Landusky, 
colorful little communities which nestle in the Little Rocky mountains and dream 
of the days when they were the scene of a frenzied gold rush and when their 
twisting gulches yielded untold riches to those fortunate enough to make a strike 
and strong enough to protect it. The Little Rockies are now a scenic side-trip 
for the tourist and offer excellent camping and picnicking sites. 

Farther to the south is the Missouri Breaks country, fabled hide-out of train¬ 
robbing Kid Curry and the most magnificent panorama in Montana's Plains country. 
This area abounds in wild game, and the Breaks overlook breathtaking Fort Peck 
lake, one of the largest man-made bodies of water in the world. 

Malta is the center and the headquarters of the huge Milk River Irrigation 
project, one of the oldest reclamation systems in the U.S. About 20 miles northeast 
of Malta is Nelson reservoir, part of the irrigation project's extensive network of 
dams and reservoirs. The reservoir provides an ideal site for fishing and aquatic 
recreation. The neighboring American Legion Plunge offers complete accommo¬ 
dations for the tourist while the medicinal qualities of its waters make it a haven 
for those seeking relief from the pains of the body. A regatta held at Nelson 
reservoir each summer is eagerly awaited by Montana's boating enthusiasts.

An active saddle club in the city of Malta has played a big part in developing 

the park and on July 4 each year sponsors a gymkhana in the arena and race 
track which border the park. 

On May 24 each year, the Malta Commercial club sponsors International 
Friendship day and all Canadians are invited to visit Malta and take part in 
the festivities;. 

The Phillips County Fair and Rodeo, staged each year since 1916, is held 
annually during the first week end in August at Dodson, 18 miles west of Malta. 

About six miles east of Malta on highway 2 is the Bowdoin National Wild¬ 
life refuge. The presence of this sanctuary operated by the federal fish and 

wildlife service and many natural advantages make the Malta area one of the 

finest migratory waterfowl hunting regions in Montana. 

Malta's public school system is one of the finest and most modernly equipped 
and housed in Montana. The new community hospital was opened three years 
ago and provides Phillips county with the most advanced in surgical and medical 
facilities. The taxpayers of the city last year approved a bond issue to finance 
construction of a new swimming pool which it is hoped will be in use before 
the end of 1955's summer. 

Malta is proud of its modern stores and of the wide variety of goods and 
services which its merchants and professional people offer. The business people 
strive to give courteous, attentive service to both resident and visitor. Adequate 
hotels and motels, restaurants, and places of amusement and recreation make 
Malta a desirable place for the tourist to spend an evening. 

Situated on the mainline of the Great Northern railway, Malta enjoys daily 
service by the line's fast, luxurious transcontinental streamliners.

stage stations, one built by Tom Cour- 
chein, on whose homestead the town 
was built and the other by Jack Cul¬ 
bertson, for whom the town was 
named. Jack was the son of Major 
Alexandria Culbertson and his Indian 
Princess, Natawista, the daughter of 
a Canadian Indian Chief, Men-Es-To- 
Kos. A few log buildings and a log 
hotel with a post office formed the 
nucleus for the present town whose 
early settlers boast of having lived in 
four counties, Dawson, out of which 


Valley County was carved, then Sheri¬ 
dan and in 1919, Roosevelt. 

Located but five miles from the 
Fort Peck Indian Reservation, the town 
boomed after the opening of the res¬ 
ervation in 1913 and homesteaders 
from all over the country threw up 
claim shanties and started dry farming. 
The early ranchers ran ten to twenty 
thousand head of cattle at a time, 
grazing the year around without shel¬ 
ter.

After years of crossing the river by 
ferry the bridge across the Missouri 
was officially dedicated on September 
23, 1934. 

Wheat farming and cattle raising 
are the two main industries, with fifty- 
five businesses and six churches, Cath¬ 
olic, Baptist, Lutheran, Methodist, 
Assembly of God and Re-organized 
Latter Day Saints taking care of the 
needs of the community. Two county 
offices are located in Culbertson, the 
Soil Conservation Department and the 
Extension Service. A fine Armory is 
headquarters for the First Battalion 
163 Armed Cavalry Regiment under 
Lt. Col. Howard McKinney. It is also 
the home of the Roosevelt County 
Youth Fair. The Mountain States Tele¬ 
phone and Telegraph Company have 
a large office with 20 employees and 
there is a doctor, dentist and optome¬ 
trist available. A fine 15-bed hos¬ 
pital, Roosevelt Memorial, was com¬ 
pleted in 1952 and the public library 


is open six days a week. A theatre, 
hotel, several restaurants, motels and 
year around river fishing, make this 
a friendly stop for tourists. 

A fine school system, with a large 
64 piece band and a basketball team 
that won the 1955 Class C tourna¬ 
ment, welcomes new students. 

An active Lions Club, with Presi¬ 
dent Amos Moore and Secretary Bert 
Floman in charge, takes care of the 
service needs of the community. Other 
organizations include the Masonic 
Lodge, Eastern Star, American Legion, 
Legion Auxiliary, Federated Woman's 
Club, Extension Club and V.F.W. and 
its auxiliary.

In 1928, Wolf Point was 
the largest inland wheat 
exporting point in the 
■^orld. The Bureau of Re¬ 
clamation has its head of¬ 
fice for this area in Wolf 
Point, and the proposed 
Missouri River Diversion 
Dam Irrigation Project will 
have its headquarters in 
Wolf Point, also. 

Tourist accommodations 
are plentiful as we have 
three modern motels and 
cabins and two hotels. One 
hotel has 1 17 modern 
rooms. 


Wolf Point is located in 
the northeast corner of 
Montana; 60 miles south 
of the Canadian border and 
80 miles west of the North 
Dakota border. It is right 
on the north shore of the 
Missouri River. The Lewis 
and Clark Expedition pas¬ 
sed here, westward bound, 
in 1805. Fur trappers and 
traders followed a few years 
later. Steamboats began 
traveling from St. Louis up 
the Missouri River as far as 


Fort Benton in the early 
60's and Wolf Point was 
the halfway point between 
Bismarck and Fort Benton. 

Wood choppers supplied 
cord wood for boats stop¬ 
ping here to refuel. 

An American Fur Com¬ 
pany Packet blew up and 
burned here. A deck hand 
tapped a barrel of alcohol 
by candle light. The fumes 
and the candle plus 25 
kegs of dynamite did the 
rest.

THE GEYSERS 

Yellowstone's geysers are celebrated 
the world over; for size, power, variety 
of action, and number, the region has no 
competitor. Altogether, there are about 
10,000 separate and distinct thermal fea¬ 
tures. Most geysers are located in seven 
principal basins — Norris, Lower, Mid¬ 
way, Upper, Thumb, Heart Lake, and 
Shoshone. Some, like Old Faithful, Daisy, 
and Riverside, erupt at regular intervals; 
others are irregular. In the geyser basins 
the material making up the walls of the 
cracks and tubes of the geysers is of 
silica and strong enough to withstand 
the explosive action of the steam. A less 
strong material, such as travertine, will 
not withstand this explosive action and 
hence will not produce geysers.

YELLOWSTONE LAKE 

A scenic attraction of the first order, Yellowstone 
Lake is the largest body of water in North America at 
so great an altitude. Lying 7,731 feet above sea level, 
it covers 139 square miles and has a shore line of 
about 100 miles. Its maximum depth is 300 feet. At 
the outlet of the lake is the famous Fishing Bridge. 



GRAND CANYON OF THE YELLOWSTONE 

If there were no geysers or other hot-water phe¬ 
nomena in Yellowstone, the spectacular Grand Canyon 
of the Yellowstone River alone would warrant national 
park status. It is the cameo of canyons, with the 
dominant color, particularly on a sunny day, yellow or 
a glaring white. Closer inspection, however, reveals a 
great variety of colors.

The town has three fine hotels and a large modern motel to ac^Bnmodate 
tourists and business visitors in the city. There are also ample traH accom¬ 
modations with spaces for 200 trailer homes in four parks. 

The community sets on high ground overlooking the Missour^River to 
the south and the Poplar River to the north and west. 

The Fort Peck Indian Agency is located in Poplar and serves ^B Assini- 
boine and Sioux Indians living on the reservation. It is also the h^Blquarters 
for the reservation's tribal government or executive board. 

The city has just completed construction of a new $375,000 g^Be school 
which is one of the most modern educational units in Montana. Th^Bcity also 
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There are some excellent fishinq and 
boating spots in the Poplar and Missouri 
river and in nearby Chelsia lake where 
boat races are held each July 4. 

has excellent high school and junior 
high school facilities. Just completed 
on the school campus is a new lighted 
athletic field for baseball and football, 
which is also available for city use. 

The community is served by several 
active churches with most of the usual 
denominations being represented. The 
city has an excellent city hospital and 
in addition there is a private hospital 
and the government hospital for 
Indians. 

Poplar is a major wheat shipping 
point and the largest single shipping 
center for oil in the area. Since oil 
was discovered in the Poplar field 
in 1952, more than 5,000,000 barrels 
of crude oil have been shipped from 
Poplar. The Poplar field has the 
highest producing oil well in Montana, 
and is the northern terminus for a 
new $20,000,000 pipeline now under 
construction to serve the Williston 
basin. The field has recently been 
extended by a new discovery and 
more exploration is expected during 
the summer of 1955. 

The city has grown rapidly in re¬ 
cent years and the number of tele¬ 
phones and the use of electric power 
and gas has increased almost 100% 
since 1950. 

The city has a public library, an 
armory where many public meetings 
are held, a fine picnic park and over¬ 
night camping spot located on the 
Poplar River just north of town. The 
Poplar American Legion Post has a 
fine cocktail lounge and bar which 
is open to the public and with a 
large ballroom or banquet room in 
connection. 


The city is served by natural gas 
as well as ample electricity for power, 
generated only a short distance to 
the west at the Fort Peck dam, largest 
earth filled dam in the world. There 
is excellent long distance telephone 
service, including mobilphone and tele¬ 
type facilities. Poplar has the best 
water in the entire area, and that 
one fact alone makes Poplar an en¬ 
joyable and refreshing stop for tourists. 

While the town is served by the 
retail, professional and service firms 
usually found in a city of this size, 
it also has some excellent openings 
for new enterprises, that merit investi¬ 
gation. 

Highlight events this coming season 
are the Saddle Club rodeo July 2 and 
3, the annual boat races Juf^.4 and 
the annual Oil Discovery Days which 
is held each year about September 1. 

During the coming summer Poplar 
is undergoing a complete re-paving 
project, in which the business and 
residential areas will be completely 
repaved at a cost of $175,000. 

You will find the people of Poplar 
are friendly and live up to all one 
expects when he speaks of true wes¬ 
tern hospitality. The welcome sign is 
always out for our good friends and 
neighbours from Canada.

Saskatchewan is famous as the great wheat-producing province of Canada. 
Saskatchewan's agricultural record has been a remarkable one, but there are other 
and less well-known sides to the picture which are none the less important to 
the provincial economy. 

For instance, nearly two-thirds of this western province is a land of forests, 
lakes and rivers, with great potential wealth in timber, fur and fish, and with 
unexcelled possibilities as a vacation land. 

Here countless lakes, set in the midst of a vast wilderness, teem with a 
wide variety of fish, including lake trout, whitefish, northern pike and pickerel, 
all fine, firm, good, table fish. The Arctic grayling too, guaranteed to give fly 
fishermen thrills worth travelling miles for, is found in a number of lakes toward 
the northern fringe of the province. 

Among the more prominent of provincial parks in Saskatchewan are Cypress 
Hills, a heavily-wooded area in the southwest of the province; Kenosee, on the 
southeast of the province; Good Spirit, which lies just off Highway No. 9, north 
of Yorkton; Madge Lake, located north and east of Yorkton; Little Manitou, one 
of the provinces better known provincial parks, located near the town of Watrous 
in Central Saskatchewan, on one of the main north-south provincial highways. 
Highway No. 2; Katepwa, located in the valley of the Qu'Appelle River and near 
the town of Fort Qu'Appelle. 

Another provincial park which has proved exceptionally popular with tourists 
is Lac La Ronge, which might well be described as Saskatchewan's vacation spot

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of the future. This is the jumping off spot for many who wont to enter the 
wilderness of northern Saskatchewan in search of the lake trout and Arctic grayling. 
In fact. Lac La Ronge itself is one of the largest in Saskatchewan and is well 
supplied with northern pike and lake trout and pickerel. 

Saskatchewan's one federal park. Prince Albert National Park, is by far the 
best known of our resort areas. It is situated in the central part of Saskatchewan 
and contains an area of 1,496 square miles and is an outstanding example of 
the lake and woodland country which lies north of the great agricultural prairies. 

An outstanding feature of the park is its remarkable lake system. Hundreds 
of lakes, varying in size from tiny rock basins to bodies of water twenty miles 
long, dot the landscape. White sand beaches line the shores of many of these 
crystal lakes, which reflect the surrounding forests. Under normal water condi¬ 
tions these lakes form connected waterways and provide exceptional opportunities 
for Canoe and boat trips. The largest and best known are Waskesiu, Kingsmere, 
Crean and the Hanging Heart Lakes. 

Of these lakes, Waskesiu is the centre of the system with the townsite of 
Waskesiu situated at the eastern end of Lake Waskesiu. It contains all the 
services customarily found in a modern community and is the centre of park 
activity. There is a post office, long distance telephone communication, excellent 
hotel, motel and cabin accommodation, one of the finest golf courses in the 
province, lawn bowling, tennis, roller skating, horseback riding, and all other 
features of a modern up-to-date resort. 

The park is reached over the main provincial highway system which connects 
the park with highways extending from the southern and eastern boundaries. The 
main approach is from the City of Prince Albert to the southeast, a distance of 
69 miles from Waskesiu.
